lay and playthings are as old as civilized man. From the beginning of 
human history, children have not only played with toys that reflected the life 
and feeling of their times: they have probably played the same games your 
own children play in the back yard today. There have always been basic 
playthings, because the strong creative drive that finds its expression in play 
has always depended on materials at hand for the fulfillment of its purposes. 
Do you remember playtime as a child? In another generation, play life 
depended less on the number of comic books you possessed, the oversized 


television set your family owned, than on your own inventiveness. Children 





had certain resources that seem to be passing out of their lives today: more 


space, a physical freedom and safety that is now known only to a few. There 


were fewer competitive devices to take the place of the spontaneous creation 
ol something out of nothing. Somehow, child’s play Was simpler, more close- 
ly related to human patterns of behavior. It was truly a rehearsal, a prepara- 
tion for a constructive life ahead. Today’s child is snowed under in mechani- 
cal gadgets: every instant of his time is accounted for in heavy extracurricular 
schedules. If he seems passive and blasé, unimaginative about making use 
of his splendid toy chest, it is hard to blame him. What parent has not watched 
his child ignore a dazzling array of Christmas presents, only to choose the 
simplest, cheapest thing in his stocking as the object of his affections? There 
i moral in such an instinctive rejection of our tendency to overendow our 
children. Watching children create the raw stuff of play out of whatever 
comes to hand, one is struck with the versatile way they use all simple, nat- 
ural things. Luther Burbank’s is an accurate, if poetic, list of basic play- 
things. Alas, it would be unrealistic to suggest that a majority of children 
today have access to these natural pleasures. Many are shut off from them 
for no better reason than because adults have forgotten their importance. 
Others are cut off from them by the very condition of their lives. At all ages 
children need some things which challenge the body, intelligence and imag: 
ination, some to nourish individual and personal interests, and others which 
can be shared. An intelligent choice ot playthings, warm and proper guid- 
ance in how to use them can only be up to parents. 
THE TWO YEAR OLD is an explorer, experimenting with everything: his 
new-found legs, fingers, mouth, his ability to rotate, crawl (and perhaps fall 
headlong on the kitchen floor). Remember that your enfant terrible is not 
being deliberately naughty when he reaches for a handsome porcelain dish. 


He is simply being his age, finding boundless pleasure in objects and forms

new to him. He must find out about things in the simplest, most direct way: 
\ by handling them and testing them. At his age he doesn’t need expensive toys, 


he is happy with the simplest materials, his own things to drag, throw, smear, 






















pat, and pound. Try a dishpan full of damp sea sand. Newspaper spread on 
the floor will catch the inevitable overflow of sand and make cleaning up 
easy, as well as saving the floors. An assortment of scoops, soft dolls, and 
scraps of colored cloth will be endlessly entertaining. The two year-old’s dolls 
and toy animals should be washable for they get rough handling. A ball, 
four to eight inches in diameter; some brick-shaped blocks made of hard- 
wood and sanded smooth, with a basket to hold them in; a box for a doll bed; 
a pegboard that will take pegs the size of six-inch lengths of broomstick; a 
nest of cans painted in bright colors with nonpoisonous paint; a set of meas- 
uring cups; a small sturdy wagon or cart for hauling, and your inventory is 
complete with several hours of peaceful, absorbing activity in view. 

THREE AND FOUR is the time for building things, the time for more “do 
with” toys.

Motors and engine toys early introduce the elementary principles of 
physics and technology. But it is also true that electrical and mechanical toys 
have a limited value for the preschool child. Unable to understand the cum- 
bersome automatic equipment, the three and four year old has no alternative 
but to sit and watch the toy do the doing. Soon bored with this beautiful ex- 
pensive object he leaves it alone and looks for something else to play with. 
Try instead some stimulating alternatives he can work with himself: hollow 
blocks which can be easily handled and from which big structures can be 
made, a proud sight for him to behold, a reward for his energetic efforts. A

It perhap 
explains why the modern daylily is so high on current lists of 
garden flowers.

lilies are also inexpensive. Most important, they are adaptable 
to almost any kind of soil and location; a bed of them makes a: 
expert out of the rankest amateur. The flower, a slender-leaved 
of fibrous roots 


clump-forming perennial, grows from a mass 


stead of a single « lump Its common name, Hemerocallis, (it isn't 
actually a lily) comes from the lilylike shape of its large, tubula 
blossoms, which bloom only a single day. This, if you are mainly 
interested in cut flowers, is the daylily’s only drawback; but iv 
the garden itself it isn’t of much importance, since each stalk 
carries a number of buds which open successively and keep the 
show going for some time. Even when the last bud is gone the 
foliage stays in good condition, makes a good foil for other flo 

ers. Daylily colors range all the way from pale lemon, through 
golden yellows to orange, tawny tones, pinks, reds, and even near 
purples, In many varieties, the colors are uniform; others con 
bine colors in striped arrangements. All the blossoms are carried 
on strong, leafless stalks and stand from eighteen inches to four 
feet or more high. depending on the variety of the plant you 


choose. Just as the colors vary. so. of course, does the flowerin 
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period. Since no one plant will blossom for more than several 
seeks, an unbroken succession through a season will hinge on a 
proper choice of several sorts that will follow each other closely. 
There are literally hundreds of fine varieties to be had; more 
over, good perennial grower’s catalogues have so simplified their 
desc riptions, that a wise choice is no problem, In fact, such a 
catalogue is your best guide to getting just the ones you want. 
For most small gardens, four or five varieties will give you a good 


rt, especially if you invest in two or three plants of each. 


Daylilies are such strong rowers that each clump, after two 
or three years, can easily be divided into several smaller ones 
ort of arithmetical progression Vv hich. before you know it, will 
build a modest beginning into luxurious banks of flowers. Im 
pervious to locale, these handsome plants will look well prac-

soil. If toning up an uncultivated area is your problem, daylilies

will do that, too, for few plants 

are so well adapted to battling and 
ultimately defeating even large, lusty weeds. 

Like most garden flowers, they do best in sunlight, but they'll 
flourish in shade too (unless it’s really dense). As for bugs, dis- 
eases, special feeding, mulching, and other complications the 
gardener dreads, remember these flowers are self-sufficient, per- 
fectly capable of looking after themselves under the stiffest con- 


ditions. Almost any kind of soil will suit them, unless it is down- 


right waterlogged, or exceptionally poor. Best, of course, is sim 
ply the same soil and conditions you'd give other flowers; with 
such a start, daylilies need no special preparation or feeding, 
either when they're planted or later on. If you've given them a 
really rugged location, or one you're doubtful about, you might 
try mixing a moderate amount of “complete” plant food in with 
the soil while you're planting. Or you can wait and apply it as a 
top dressing after the planting is finished. (Cautionary note: The 
roots of daylilies strike deep, so do give them a place where they 
can reach down a foot or so.) If this finds you in an energetic 
mood, you can start planting daylilies at once. October is a good 
time and will give the roots a chance to establish themselves 
before the cold weather. But if you languish at the idea of more 
gardening after the summer's labors, you can wait till spring, for 


the daylily is wonderfully unparticular about dates and seasons.

MR. AND MRS. IN THE KITCHEN 


Married in Paris, Pierre and I brought 


our favorite French recipes to America

hatever thought | gave to cooking and housekeeping before | was 
married four years ago was always in terms of a modern American kitch 
en with a shiny array of new utensils, and all the gadgets pictured in the 
magazines. But I didn’t start housekeeping in America. After college, | 
went to France to work for the American Army. | met Pierre, and we 
were married in Paris. A week later, we moved to St. Tropez, a little 
fishing village on the Riviera where Pie rre, W ho isa designe rT, wanted to 
do some painting There | spent my first year of married life, and learned 
to cook—French style. 

We rented a typical St. Tropez apartment on the third floor of an 
incient stone building at the end of a crooked cobblestone street. The 
kitchen equipment consisted of an old tile sink into which we could 
usually coax a trickle of water. But sometimes, when the pressure was 
low, the water didn’t quite make it to the third floor, and we had to haul 
it by h ind from the ne ighborhood pump a block away \ he nwe wanted 
hot water, we heated it on our two-burner butane gas stove. There was no 
refrigerator not even an icebox: in fact, there wasn’t one in the entire 
town. For cooking utensils, | had several heavy black iron skillets and 
pots, an earthenware casserole, a wooden salad bow!l, a wooden morta: 
and pestle, several wooden mixing spoons, and a coffee grinder. When 
I remarked to my landlady that everything looked about 100 year 
old, she smilingly assured me that everything was. The French, | 
learned, don’t feel that a pot or pan is fit for cooking until it has been 
cured by at least a decade of use. They don’t go out and buy cooking uten 
sils—they inherit them, and pass them on from generation to generation 

And then there was the shopping. There were no supermarkets in St 
T'ropez—not even an all-purpose corner grocery store. Buying food for 
a meal involved visits to half a dozen different shops. For bread, I went 


to the boulangerie, for eggs and cheese to the laiterie, then up the street

Each morning | set out with a basket on my arm, like all the 
ther village housewives, to jostle, gossip, and bargain my way through 
vn. Nothing was ever wrapped. | just tossed each purchase into my 
usket with, at most, a sheet of old newspaper to separate meat from fish 
It sounds primitive and it was. My frugal French neighbors, with their 
ent utensils and wheezy old stoves. could turn plain vegetable stew 
1 work of culinary art. It didn’t matter if they didn’t have ovens. For 
franc the neighborhood baker would put their roasts or stuffed 
ble nto his oven. As for refrigerators. | don't think a French 
sewife would give up her daily shopping expeditions if she had one 
e would feel that lettuce kept overnight no matter where could not 
sibly be really fresh.
